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Proposed Claim Amendments 

1. (Currently amended) A method for providing a uniform network address, for a user accessing 
a computer on a network, independent of the computer the user is accessing, the method 
comprising: 

(a) obtaining a plurality of virtual host names, each of the plurality of virtual host names 
comprising a host name uniquely identifying a user from a plurality of users; 

(b) assigning, from the plurality of virtual host names, a first virtual host name to a first 
user accessing the network via a first compute r to establish a first user session , the first computer 
having a computer host name and a computer internet protocol address to connect to the 
network; 

(c) assigning, from the plurality of virtual host names, a second virtual host name, 
different from the first virtual host name, to a second user accessing the network via the first 
compute r to establish a second user session, the second user accessing the network one of either 
subsequent to the first user session and concurrent with the first user session ;
